ABSOLUTE EXCLUSION. 
British Columbians Want the Chinese 

Kept Yat of Canada. 

Vigorous efforts are being made to ob- 
tain the signatures of every male adult 
in British Columbia to petitions to 
the Dominion government intavor of the 
absolute exclusion of Chinese and conaid- 
erable restriction on Japanese immigration 
into Canada. It will be asked that the 
Chinese poll tax be raised from $50 to $500, 
while in the case of the Japanese the re- 
qnest will be made for a large restriction 
of nationalization privileges by virtue of 
which salmon fishing licenses, only 
granted to British subjects, are obtained 
by Japanese tothe very large exclumon 
of white laborers. Many Japs obtain 
such licenses by fraudulent paturaliza 
tion. ‘There are 2,000 Japa now engaged 
in the fishing, and 2.000 in the Nanaimo 
collieries, thus shutting out about 4,000 
whites. White laborers are appaled by 
the deluge of Oriental labor giutting the 
market. All the Uritish Columbia conn- 
cils, beards of trade, and public bodies 
are united in urging the government to 
piace farther restrictions on the trans- 
Pacitic disturbers.

UNDERGROUND £LECTRIC RY. 


The First of the Kind in the World Will 
Soon be in Operation. 


Work has been commenced in London, 
cng,, on the first andergroand electric 
railway in the world, and the construc - 
tion of which was authorized bv a bill 
paseed through the English parliament 
three years ayo. At that time, however, 
difficulty was encountered in raising a 
sufficient proportion of the vast amount 
ef money required for the undertaking. 
The political situation in the United 
States, which has caused the |:.,uidation 
of American securities, has resulted in 
loading up the market with money, and 
asa reeult the promotors of the enter- 
prise have been enabled to place their 
etocks and bonds to advantage. As now 
+rojected the underground railway will 
be but ten milesin length, bat it will 
thread all the populous suburbs from 
Shepard’s Bush into the city, and the 
fourteen stations will tap such great ar- 
teries of travel as the Bank of Faogiand, 
Liverpool street, General Postoffice, 
Chan Lane, Tottenham Court Road, 
Oxford Circus and the Marble Arch. Toe 
maximum depth is one hundred feet, and 
access from above to the platforms will 
be had from monster elevators; each with 
a carrying capacity of 250 persons, Forty 
trains per hour are to be ran, and ten of 
these morning and evening trains will 
be workmen’s trains, for which the fare 
will be four cente for the round trip. 
The schedule time for the ten mile rnin, 
inclnding fourteen stops, isto be tifteen 
minutes, Tne block system, which 's an 
absolute preventative against collisions, 
will be employed, and to prevent any 
possibility of accident by one train leay- 
ing the track in front of another one, 
tnere will be two distinct tunnels, one 
fortheup and the other for the down 
trattic. Branches are also to be conatrac'- 
ed which will bring South London, West 
London and Islington into almost instan- 
taneous communication with the heart 
of thecity and with the railroad termin- 
ala from which trains depert for all 
parts of the United Kingdom. Twenty- 
three forces of workmen are now engaged 
onthe tunnels, aud the gigantic task, 
which will invoive an expenditure of sevy- 
eral million pounds, will be completed 
by next summer. 


A Steamboat on Skates. 


Locomotion is making wonderful pro-

Spatn Will Claim Damages.
